That the Service of Sin is a State of Slavery, 
and Mifery, common Obfervation will convince 
us. Let us confult our own Reafon, and upon a 
fair Reflection reprefent to ourfelves the Con- 
dition of a Man in a private Station, without 
that Support, which the Alfurance of an over- 
ruling Providence, ordering and difpofing all 
Things to the Good of its Creatures, naturally 
fuggefts, and we. (hall fee him in an unquiet, 
and diftra&ed State, tortured with thofe Fears, 
and Apprehenfions, with thofe Jealoufies, and 
Sufpicions, which muft ever attend the Want of 
a Religious Principle 5 defponding under every 

Calamity, and like a Wave of the Sea that is 
driven with every Wind. 

Let us view him in a more Public Situ- 
ation, and we fhall fee him a Tyrant over his 
Fellow Creatures j an Oppreffor of the Liberties 
of Mankind. — Jealous of the Inftruments of his 
Power, and under continual Apprehenfions of 
Vengeance, from which not even his clofefl: Re- 
tirement can fecure him. 

It may eafily be determined whether this be 
a State of Happinefs. 

If we carry our Thoughts further, and conli- 
der a. People colledively, under no Reflraint of 
Principle, and virtuous Difcipline, what a Scene 

of 
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of Anarchy, and Confufion fhall we have before 
our Eyes. — Every ungoverned Paflion will give 
Law — Strength will be the Meafure of Juftice — 
Ambition will know no Bounds j and Self-In- 
terefl prevail over every focial and generous 
Affedtion. 

Where then can we lay the Foundation of 
Happinefs, but in the free Exercife of Reafon, in 
its full Vigor, unbiased by any corrupt and par- 
tial Affedtion, and bleffed with every Afliftance, 
and every Aflurance, that can increafe the 
Strength, and confirm the Peace of the Mind ? 

What can make happy the Heart of Man, but 
to have its honed: and pious Endeavours allured 
of Acceptance from a God of Truth, and Kind- 
nefs, * whoje tender Mercies are over all His 
Works . — -f* Who knoweth whereof we are made y 
who remembreth that we are but Dull ?

What can fecure the Peace and Happinefs of 
any Community, but the Practice of public and 
private Virtue, the Eftablifhment of Order and 
Difcipiine, and the Encouragement of every ge- 
nerous Sentiment, that can warm the Hearts of 
Men, and make them a&ive for the public Good, 

and Heady in an uniform Obedience to mild and

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equitable Laws, fupported by the Sanctions of 
Religion. 

If this be a jufb Conclufion from the Words of 
the Pfalmift, under the yewijh Difpenfation, 
with how much greater Force may they be ap- 
plied to thofe, who have the more perfedl Know- 
ledge of the Lord, and his Chrift ? 

Under thefe Advantages, We furely, whofe 
Lot is caft in fo fair a Ground, who have the 
pure Light of the Gofpel, free from that Super- 
ftition which obfcures fo great a Part • of the 
Globe, muft ftand felf-condemned, if we do not 
feel, and enjoy, and improve this Happinefs as 
we ought. 

And if we have a proper Senfe of this Happi- 
nefs ourfelves, we (hall think it incumbent upon 

us, as far as lies in our Power, to carry on this 

. •> 

great Scheme of Providence, and to cooperate 
with the Purpofes of Him, whofe gracious Defire 
it is, that * all Men Jhould be faved, and come 
unto the Knowledge of the Truth. 

To communicate Knowledge, and Happinefsj 
is a Duty flowing from the Di&ates of pure 
Nature, and unaflifted Reafon. 

The Author of our Being- has engaged us to 
it, as rational and focial Creatures.

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He has fliewn us by the Methods of his Pro- 
vidence, that it is agreeable to his Nature to 
communicate it. — For -f* He giveth us all Things 
richly to enjoy . J He openeth His Hand , and Jatif- 
fieth the Defire of every living Thing . And in Pro- 
portion as He has made us capable of imitating 
Him in this particular, He has injoined us to do 
it; and to be merciful, as he is merciful, if 
we would approve ourfelves as his Children. 

Unlefs then we imagine that Ignorance can 
be the Means of Happinefs, as fome would have 
it of Devotion, to communicate Knowledge mu ft 
tend to the Advancement of that true Happinefs, 
which belongs to our reafonable Nature. 

Improvement in Knowledge naturally pre- 
cedes Improvement in Virtue. — And we can ar- 
rive at no Attainment in Knowledge, without 
the kind Communication of our Fellow Crea- 
tures. If this be the Cafe w ith refpedt to human 
Knowledge, it is more fo with regard to Religious 
Knowledge. For how * /hall Men call on Him 
in whom they hav-e not believed t And how Jkall 
they believe in Him of whom they have not 
heard ?

It is the neceiTary Condition of any Law, that 
k be declared to thofe who are fubjedt to it. And

they who are bound to publifh it, are anfwerable 
for the Ignorance of thofe to whom it might have 
been made known. And where the exprefs Law 
of God is in Queftion, a Negledt is more highly 
criminal, as the Lofs fuftained by it is of higher 
Importance. ' 

Such a Communication then of thofe Lights 
with which we ourfelves have been bteffed, con- 
ducive to the Happinefs of our Fellow Creatures, 
and fubfervient to the Manifeftation of God’s 
Glory, muft be Matter of indifpenfable Obli- 
gation. 

Even the Difcovery of new Countries, and a 
free Correfpondence with different Parts of the 
World, have ever been efteemed generous, and 
laudable. 

Every ufeful Improvement in Arts and Sci- 
ences fhould be confidered as a Matter of com- 
mon Right, in which all Mankind has an Inter- 
eft. 

And fhall not the Knowledge of the Gofpel^— 
The Knowledge of Life and Happinefs, engage 
us to a Communication of the fame Advantages 
to our Fellow Creatures ? 

The View and Attention of all other Legiflators 
in their Syftems of Laws, have been confined to 

the Interefts of particular Communities. — But

the Laws of Chrid have a general and unli- 
mited Aim and Objed. 

The great Principle of the Gofpel is the 
Salvation of all Mankind. 

It was our Lord’s Injundion to his Apodles, 
and in them to his future Followers, * Go teach 
All Nations. And we have His full Promife, 
that He will aflid and fupport us in the Execu- 
tion of our CommifTion from Him. J Lo I am 
with you alway even unto the End of the World. 

The miraculous Power of fpreading the Know- 
ledge of Chrid has long fince ceafed, as no longer 
neceffary to the great Purpofes for which it was 
iirft given. The Evidence of our Lord’s Mira- 
cles fully delivered, and depofited in faithful 
Records, is, as it were, always before our Eyes, 
and dartds undim inifhed through the Succefiion 
of Ages. It may be dill capable of additional 
Strength, by the future Accomplifhment of Pro- 
phecies not yet fulfilled ; and there dill remains 
a progreflive Evidence of the Truths of our Re- 
ligion, for the Convidion of Generations to 
come. At prefent, as far as we can judge, God 
feems to carry on the Purpofes of His Gofpel, 
by the ordinary Means of human Inftrudion, and 
cooperates with the Endeavours of Men to the 
general Manifedation of his Grace, and Glory.

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If then, to communicate Knowledge and 
Happinefs is a Duty incumbent upon us from 
the Principles of natural Religion, and we are 
more ftridlly tied to it by the Commands of our 
Lord and Saviour, Let us confider to whom it is 
our Duty to communicate it. This will depend 
upon our Abilities, and Opportunities, and the 
Wants of thofe to whom it is to be com- 
municated. 

The particular Occafion of this Day’s Meeting 
directs our Thoughts to our Fellow Subjects in 
our feveral Colonies in America , with whom we 
have condant Intercourfe, and to whom it is 
more immediately in our Power to impart it $ 
who are the Source of our Wealth, from whom 
our Commerce receives its very Life, and Exig- 
ence, and our Naval Strength its continual Sup- 
ply and Increafe \ and who are intitled to our 
hrft Care and Confideration, by every Motive of 
Intereft, and Duty. 

The Extent of our Colonies is great, and it 
mud; be remembered, that there are among them 
thofe whofe Manners are favage, wholly unin- 
ftrinded in the Arts of Civil Life, who are there- 
fore greater Objects of our Companion, and 
Zeal. 


Nor 
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Nor will the Civil Confequences of fuch a 
Communication be inconftderable. The Public 
will feel the Advantages of it by a continual 
Acceffion to our Strength in America ; and by 
that Improvement in our Commerce, which will 
follow fhe Cultivation of the great Principles of 
Truth, and Juftice ; and that mutual Confidence 
which will always refult from them. 

May it not be reafonably prefumed, that the 
Inhabitants in our Colonies will be more faith- 
ful, more dutiful, and more to be depended up- 
on, if properly inftru&ed in the Doctrines of our 
Religion, and ufed with that Regard, and Ten- 
ternefs, which Chriftianity injoins to all our 
Fellow Creatures ? 

But if Civil Conveniences, and the Profped of 
Advantage, have little Weight, yet furely, the 
more generous Motives of Chriftian Zeal, and 
Chriftian Charity, may be fufficient Inducements 
to engage us in fo good a Work. 

This Benevolence, thus exerted, having the 
everlafting Happinefs of Man for its Objedt, is 
the nobleft Afiedion of our Nature, for in this 
it more immediately coincides with, and is actu- 
ated by, that Love of God* which * is thefirji , 
and great Commandment .

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To this generous and noble Principle, this So- 
ciety owes its Eftablifhment, and it has exerted 
itfelf in this good Work, fo wifely, and 
faithfully, that, whether confidered in a Civil, 
or Religious Light, it may well engage the good 
Wifhes and Afliftance of thofe, who have any 
Warmth of Zeal for the Welfare of Mankind, 
and the Interefts of Chriftianity. 

Schools have been fixed, and Catechifts fett- 
led, in the moft confiderable Parts of our Colo- 
nies. In fome Places the Education of the

Children of the Natives has been fet forward, 
from which we may promife ourfelves particular 
Advantages.

The Succefs of the Miflionaries hitherto em- 
ployed, notwithftanding the Hazards of Health, 
in fuch long and conftant Journeys, in diftant 
Parifhes, (hews us what might be expeded, if 
the Number could be increafed, and in any 
Meafure proportioned to the large Trad of 
Country, whofe Inhabitants want Inftrudion, 
and whofe favage Nature, and Difpofition, Hands 
in Need of the ftrongeft Influence of the Precepts 
of the Gofpel. 

In Fad, thofe Indians with whom this Society 
has had the longeft Correfpondence, and thd ' 
moft Influence, have been found the moft faith- 
ful 
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ful of all the Tribes, and the moft Ready Friends 
to this Country. 

Here then is a large Field for our Chriftian 
Charity. 

Let us confider the Moral and Religious State 
of our feveral Colonies — How they have taken 
their Ti nature and Colour from the different 
Plans upon which they were formed, and the 
different Circumflances which attended their firfl: 
Settlement, and the Progrefs of their Confli- 
Aution.

You will find fome, compofed of Perfons fly-v 
ing from the unhappy Diffenfions that afflicted 
this Country. 

. Others, drove into Corners of the Continent, 
by the Intolerance of thofe, who had fled from 
the fame Spirit of Intolerance here. 

Some, unhappily conftituted upon the Tenets 
of that Religion, from which we were delivered 
at our Reformation. • •• . i 

Others, for want of proper Inftru&ion, defert- 
ing, and falling off from the Purity of that? 

Faith, jnto, which they were firfl; admitted. 

Confider the Swarms of Mifcreants, and Va-, 
grants, whom the Law has fent into many Parts . . 
of thefe Colonies, and the Number of Slaves, 
who are every Year imported into them.

Civil Society has been cultivated among fome, 
and the vantfacfeable Spirit with which it has been 
refilled among others. 

Thefe Circumftances fo combined, attended 
with fuch Difficulty, call upon us to ufe our ut~ 
mod: Endeavours, to lay before thefe our Fellow 
Sdbje<£fcs, the ‘Precept^ and Promifes of Chridi- 
anity, P without Partiality urxrd. without Hyftocrify. 

To cairn the Spirit of Religious DifTerdions, 
to cultivate the pure Gofpel, free from Superfti- 
tion, and Enthufiafon, and to guard the Souls of 
Men againffi the- Contagion of Infidelity, which 
is fowing its Seeds, even in thofe diflant Part#, 
with an Ad&vity and Affiduity which would do 
Honour to the Propagators of the pure Gofpel of 
Chrift. •*: ■ ■ 

Thefe are great Obdaeles, — But whatever 
Difficulties may arifh, we ought' not to be dis- 
couraged. 

Let us look up to Thofe who have gone before 
us in this great Work. 

Let us look up to the firft Followers of our 
Lord, who were ready to impart even their own 
Souls, for the Salvation of others, and who fealed 
their Confeffion with their Blood.

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Look up to the Example of St. Paul, who was 
particularly commiffioned by our Lord to the 
Gentiles, * To open their Eyes , and to turn tlsem 
from Darknefs to Light , and from the Power of 
Satan unto God ; that they might receive . For give- 
refs of Sins , and Inheritance among them that are 
fanUUfit'd. 

In the Execution of this Commiffion, how af_ 
fe&ionate was his Zeal, how unwearied his In- 
duftry, how undaunted his Courage, and how 
adtive his Application to the various Tempers 
and Difpofitions of Men, that by any Means, he 
■might be the Inftrument of Salvation to fome. 

Recoiled his Anxiety, his Solicitude in the 
Exercife of his Miniftry, — in the Care of all the 
Churches, — neither Oppofition, nor Reproach, 
nor Imprifonment, difcouraged him from his 
Labours for the Souls of Men. 

But let us always bear in Mind that Inftrudtion 
of the fame Apoftle, that we preach no other 
Do&rine, than that which Chrift, and his Apof- 
tles have preached. 

Let no Conlideration whatever make us depart 
from the genuine Truths of the Gofpel, and ufe 
the deceitful Words of Man’s Wifdom, to infnare 
the Weak, and the Ignorant.

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We know the Sentence of our Lord again!! 
thofe, -who *Jbut up the Kingdom of Heaven againjl 
Men y and neither go in themjelves , nor fujfer them 
that are entering to go in. 

Let us lay before thefe Ignorant, and unin- 
formed Souls, the Oracles of Divine Wifilom, 
£ which will make them wife unto Salvation through 
Faith which is in Chrijl JeJus y and guide them 
with a faithful Hand into the Paths of Peace. 

Thefe are Duties which the Voice of Reafon, 
and Revelation j the Example, and Injunctions of 
our Saviour ; the Lives, and the Deaths of his 
Apoflles ; the Relation which we Hand in to 
thofe who are Partakers of the fame Nature, and 
created in the fame Image of God j the public 
Good, every Maxim of Policy, every generous 
and compafSonate Sentiment, equally call upon 
us to fulfill, and to concur in carrying on and 
promoting this good Work. 

The whole Series of Prophecy that foretold 
our Saviour’s coming, foretold the Extent of his 
Kingdom i — and the Prophecies will All have 
their Aecomplifiiment. 

Is it a little Thing that we are told by the 
God of Truth, •j' Fbat the Kingdoms of the World 
Jhall become the Kingdoms of the Lord and his 
Chrijl ?

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How fhall we underfland thofe great, and full 
Expreflions in various Parts of Scripture, con- 
cerning the Power, and Eflablifhment, and En- 
largement of Chrift’s Kingdom ? 

The quick and aftonifhing Progrefs made by 
the Apoftles, and their Followers, in the firfl 
planting Chriflianity, may in fome Meafure an- 
fwer thefe Predictions. 

But are not many great and powerful King- 
doms of the Eaft, and a ftill larger Traci of the 
new difcovered World, as yet unenlightened ? 

Has not Mahometanilm gained many Coun- 
tries from Chriflianity, which Chriflianity had 
before gained from Pagan ifm ? Are not many 
Parts of AJia , and Africa , where there were, in 
the firfl Ages of Chriflianity, very flourishing 
Churches, now defolate, or poflefled by Pagans ? 

In thofe Parts of Europe , where Chriflianity 
has been reformed from its Errors, has its Pro- 
grefs been equal to our Expectation ? 

There remains then a fuller Completion, which 
God will bring about in His good Time. We 
know that it is His gracious Purpofe that the 
Kingdom of Chrift fhall prevail ; — That it will 
be manifefted to the whole World, and acknow- 
ledged in it. — But at what Time, and in what 
Manner, His great Plan will be carried into Ex- 

C ecution. 
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ecution, is among the fecret Things of God, 
who alone governs, and difpofes all Events. 

The Ways of His Providence are carried on 
by the Indrumentality of human Agents; — it 

therefore lies upon us to do our Part, according 
to the Knowledge we have of our Duty ; * and 
to whomfoever much is given , of him Jhall be much 
required. 

We daily put up our Prayers to the Creator 
of all Things, for the Prefervation and Increafe 
of pure Religion, and for the Accomplifliment 
X of His Kingdom, -j- fhat His Way may be 
known upon Earth , His faving Health among all 
Nations. Can we be thought flncere in our 
Prayers, if we add not our earned Endeavours 
to propagate the Knowledge of Him, in that 
fmall Part of the Earth, which is under our 
Cognifance ? 

The mod effectual Method of fpreading the 
Knowledge of the Gofpel, is to recommend it 
by our Example, and to fhew forth the Power 
of its Precepts, by the Influence which it has 
upon our own Lives. 

Let us fliew by this convincing Evidence, 
that the Lord is our God, and we may fafely 
rely upon his Promife, for that Happinefs, which 
will be the Reward of our Obedience.

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But if we neglect this great Salvation, and live 
as without God in the World, our own Vanities, 
and Follies, our own Iniquities, and Corruptions, 
by the natural Confequences of our Vices, and 
by the juft Judgment of God, will confpire to 
deprive us of the Light of the Gofpel, of which 
we are fo unworthy. 

Our Unfruitfulnefs under the Means of Grace 
may provoke God (as it has in other Inftances) 
to take thefe Bleftings from us, and to give them 
to other Nations, that will bring forth the Fruits 

of them. 
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An Abstract of the 

CHARTER, 

And of the Proceedings of the Society 
for the Propagation of the Gofpel in 
Foreign Parts from the 18 th of Fe- 
bruary 1757, to the 24th of Febru- 
ary 1 758. 

K ING William III, of Glorious Memory, 
was gracioufly pleafed, on the 1 6th of 
June 1701, to erett and fettle a Corpo- 
ration with a perpetual Succejjion , by the 
Name of The Society for the Propaga- 
tion of the Gospel in foreign Parts j 
for the Receiving , Managing , and Dijpofmg of the 
Charity of fuch Perfons , as would be induced to extend 
their Charity towards the Maintenance of a Learn- 
ed and an orthodox Clergy , and the making fuch 
other Provifon , as might be neceffary for the Pro- 
pagation of the Gofpel in Foreign Parts, upon In- 
formation, that in many of bur Plantations, Colonies, 
and Factories beyond the Seas, the Provifon for Mi - 
nijlers was mean, and many other of our faid Plan- 
tations, Colonies, and FaHories, were wholly unpro- 
vided of a Maintenance for Miniflers , and the pub- 
lick TV or fid p of God 5 and that , for lack of Support 

and 
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and Maintenance of Juch> many of his loving Sub- 
Jeffs wanted the Adminijl ration of God's Word and 
Sacraments , and feemed to be abandon'd to Atheifm 
and Infidelity , and others of them to Popijh Super- 
Jlition and Idolatry. 

This Society was compofed by the Charter of 
the Chief Prelates, and Dignitaries of the Church, 
and of feveral other Lords, and eminent Perfons in 
the State, with a Power to eled fuch others to be 
Members of the Corporation, as they, or the ma- 
jor Part of them, fhould think beneficial to their 
charitable Defigns ; and they immediately applied 
themfelves with great Zeal and Alacrity to the 
good Work j and after adjufting Preliminaries in 
the Choice of Officers, and fettling flanding Or- 
ders and Rules for their more regular Proceeding, 
they fubfcribed every one of them according to 
their feveral Ranks and Difpofitions, an Annual 
* Sum to be paid to their Treafurer for the gene- 
ral Ufes of the Society $ and chofe new Mem- 
bers, and gave out Deputations, according to the 
Powers in the Charter, to receive and colled: the 
Donations of all charitable and well dilpofed Per- 
fons towards this moft pious Ddign : And thro* 
an efpecial Bleffing this Work of the Lord hath hi- 
therto profpered in their Hands. Many more than 
One Hundred Thoufand of our own People, Infants 
and Adults, and many Thoufands of Indians and 
Negroes , have been intruded and baptized into 
the true Faith of our Lord Jefus Chriffc ; and more 
than One Hundred and Thirty Thoufand Vo- 
lumes of Bibles and Common- Prayer Books, with 
other Books of Devotion and Inftrudion, together 

with 
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with an innumerable Quantity ‘of pious fmall 
TraCts, have been difperfed in Foreign Parts ; and 
there is now a very hopeful and improving Ap- 
pearance of Religion in the publick Worfhip of 
God, according to the Liturgy of the Church of 
England , in a great Number of Churches in our 
Plantations in America , by the Means, and thro 
the Procurement of this Corporation. 

The Charter directs the Society to give an An- 
nual Account to the Lord High Chancellor, the 
Lord Chief Juft ice of the Kings Bench , and the 
Lord Chief Juftice of the Common-Pleas , of the 
feveral Sums of Money by them received, and 
laid out, and of the Management and Difpofition 
of the Revenues of the Corporation : This is 
punctually done, and the Society annually makes 
publick an AbftraCt of them, and their Proceed- 
ings. Therefore the Society now in the firft 
Place acknowledge the Receipt, and return their 
moft hearty Thanks for the particular Benefac- 
tions of the Year 1757, viz.

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N E WFOUNDLAND. 

The Rev. Mr. Lindfay , the Society’s Miffio- 
nary at Trinity Bay , by a Letter of Odlober 25, 
1756, acknowledges the Receipt, and returns his 
Thanks for the good Books fent him by the So- 
ciety, which he has diftributed to the Poor ac- 
cording to his beft Difcretion ; and he proceeds 
regularly on in his Office, and difcharges his Duty 
to the beft of his Power : He performs Divine 
Service according to the Liturgy of the Church ot 
England , and preaches twice on the Lord's Day 
to a numerous and orderly Congregation, and he 
had baptized in the preceding half Year 26 In- 
fants,; And by a fecond Letter, dated Nov. 9, 

1 757 > Mr. Lindjay writes, that he had baptized 
fince his preceding Letter, 13 Children, and his 
Congregation continued numerous, and there is 
yet a further Want of Bibles and Common Prayer 
Books for the Poor of it, which the Society hath 
given Orders to fupply them with. The Rev. 
Mr. hangman , , the Society’s Miffionary at St. 
Johns Towny by his Letter dated 05 l. 20, 1 757 * 
writes, that he officiates in like Manner every 
Lord’s Day, to a numerous and orderly Congre- 
gation, and has baptized within the Year, 48 
Children ; and he had received a Petition from 
the People of feveral Harbours, both to the 
North and to the South of St. John's Towny 
praying him to come round, and officiate to 
them, and baptize their Children ; and though 
there is no going to them but by Water, and 
that only in Summer, and the Paftage is very 
expenfive, if the Society fhall pleafe to dire<ft

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him, he will vifit them in the enfuing Summer ; 
of which the Society much approving, hath di- 
rected him to vifit thofe People as often as may 
be confident with his Duty at St. Johns Town, 
with a Promife of rewarding him for fuch Ser- 

virpc 

NOVA SCOTIA. 

The Rev. Mr. Moreau , the Society’s Miffio- 
nary at Lwienburgh in Nova Scotia , acquaints 
the Society by his Letter,, dated Oft. i, 1757s 
that having lad: Eajter Day put to publick Pen- 
nance one of the Congregation who had been one 
of the Chief in a Confpiracy fome Time before 
formed againft the Government there ; after an 
humble proftration ofhimfelf in the Church, the 
Penitent role up, and humbly afked Pardon of 
God, of the King, and of his Chridian Brethren, 
whom he had offended by his ill Conduct and 
Di (obedience ; and after an Exhortation from the 
Pulpit to a fincere Repentance and Amendment of 
Life, he was re-admitted to the holy Commu- 
nion with 149 other Communicants, among 
whom was a German Woman, who fpoke good 
French , and had been brought up in Popery y but 
fhe had fome Time before publickly renounced 
it, after three Months IndruCtion in. the true 
Principles of Chridianity by Mr. Moreau *, and 
the Congregation in general, through God’s Blef- 
ling, behaves with great Piety and Devotion* 
Mr. Moreau had baptized in the preceeding half 
Year, 79 Children, married 1 1 Couple, and 
buried nine Perfons : He adds, that they had re- 
ceived a Reinforcement of an hundred Soldiers, 

and 
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expected three or four hundred more ; that his 
Englijh Congregation would confift of between 
five and fix hundred Men, befides Women and 
Children, and there were but a very few Englijh 
Common Prayer Books for them all ; to fupply 
this Defedt, the Society have ordered a large 
Number of Bibles, Common Prayer Books, and 
other good Books, to be fent them by the firft 
Opportunity. 

NEW ENGLAND . 

The Miffionaries in general acknowledge the 
Receipt of the Society’s Inffrudtions, and promife 
their bed: Endeavours to obey and adt up to them. 
The Rev. Dr. Cutler y the Society’s worthy Mif- 
fionary at Chrift Church in Bojlon, was yet living 
when the lad: Accounts came from thence, and 
had been feveral Times at Church, but there are 
little or no Hopes of his fo far £|ggp0B§Jrom 
the Palfy as to be able to officiate m the Church 
any more ; and therefore the Society hath given 
Orders to their Miffionaries in the Neighbour- 
hood to afford what Affiftance they can, confif- 
tent with the more immediate Care of their own 
Miffions, to Chrift Church, (Dr. Cutlers Million) 
which hath been for fome Time pad: ferved by 
the Rev. Mr. Caner , and Mr. Lr out beck , the 
officiating Minifters at the King’s Chapel at Bof- 
ton j but they find this additional Service to their 
own proper Duty rather too heavy for them. 
The Rev. Dr. Miller , the Society’s Miflionary at 
Braintree , acquaints the Society, by a Letter 
dated Jan . 8, 1757, that his Congregation there 
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is regular and good, and that he had lately opened 
a Church at Stoughton , which, though not quite 
finiffied, was much more decent to perform Divine 
Service in than a private Houfe ; and by his fecond 
Letter dated July 2, 17571 he writes farther, 
that he had officiated ieveral Times at Dedham , 
about 1 2 Miles from Braintree , where there is a 
Number of Ready profeffed Members of our 
Church. And Mr. Samuel Colburn , late of that 
Town, hath by his Will left an Acre of Land to 
build a Church on, and 200 /. of that Currency 
towards the building of it; and hath likewife 
left an Eftate of one hundred and eleven Acres 
of Land, with an Houfe and Barn upon it, to the 
Endowment of the Church, after the Death of 
his Mother, a Woman in Years ; and that Eftate 
hath been lately appraifed by Perfons upon Oath 
at between leven and eight hundred Pounds Ster- 
ling an handfome Bequeft, as Dr. 

Miller rightly obferves, from one, who was only 
a private Centinel in the Provincial Troops in the 
Summer preceding, and died in the Expedition 
againft Crown Point. The Rev. Mr. Phojnpfon , 
the Society’s Miffionary at Scituate , by the Let- 
ters received from him this Year, writes, that 
when he came to that Miffion there was but 
that one Church in the County of Plymouth , but 
now there are three, viz. at Scituate , Marjhfield 
and Bridgewater , under his Care, in a flouriffiing 
and encreafing State ; and he officiates occalional- 
ly in many other Places in that County. The 
Rev. Mr. Proutbeck , late the Society’s Miffionary 
at Hopkinton in New England , acquainted the 

Society 
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Society by a Letter dated Jan. 18, 1 757, that in 
November preceding he received the Lord Biffiop 
of London's Appointment of him to the King's 
Chapel in Bo/lon> and he returns his humble 
Thanks to the Society for all Favours 5 and he 
promifes, though he ffiould for the future be out 
of their Pay, he will not be intirely out of their 
Service, but vifit Hopkinton as frequently as he 
can, where the People formerly thought that our 
Liturgy was a Remnant of Popery, but upon 
Acquaintance with it, have corrected their falfe 
Prejudices, and gladly embrace our Communion ; 
and as foon as they had got through the Expence 
of building their Church, which it was hoped 
would be compleated in the enfuing Summer, 
they would be able and willing to contribute 
handfomely towards the Support of a Miffionary, 
which the Society will, upon that Condition, 
readily grant them. The Rev. Mr. Maclenachan , 
the Society’s Itinerant Miffionary upon the Eaft- 
ern Frontiers of the Province of Maffachufefs 
Bay, by his Letter dated Richmond , Aug. 5> 1757, 
acquaints the Society, that he continues diligent 
in preaching the Gofpel \on common Days as 
well as the Lord’s Day, and that the Number of 
his Hearers increafes j and many who at frrft re- 
viled him, now attend Divine Service in publick j 
.and two Families, that were Diflenters, had pub- 
lickly joined themfelves to the Church. Mr. 
Maclenachan complains, that there is no Church 
either at George Town or Frankfort , nor Glebe 
nor Houfe prepared for the Miffionary, as was 
promifed to the Society on his Appointment j 

but 
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but that he had to that Time refided in an old 
difmantled Fort, wonderfully through God’s 
Mercy preferved from a mercilefs Enemy, to 
whom he is often expofed j but God being his 
Helper, he is not difcouraged, but will continue 
faithful in his pious Labours to propagate the 
Gofpel. The Rev. Mr. Dibble , the Society’s 
Miffionary at Stamford , acquaints the Society by y 

his Letter dated April 12, 1757, that he con- 
tinues in a conftant painful difcharge of the Duties 
of his Miffion, and his Church is in a peaceful 
in creating State ; that he had received the In- 
timations of the Society, and the firti: Volume 
of the Lord Bifhop of Londons Sermons, (200 
Copies of which his Lordfhip had been fo good 
as to prefent to the Society, in order to their being 
diftributed among the Society’s Miffionaries and 
other worthy Perfons in America , and they have 
been fent accordingly) and Mr. Dibble had taken 
Occation from them to endeavour to tiir up in his 
People an ardent Zeal for their Religion and Li- 
berties, and to prefs upon them the Neceffity of 
a thorough Reformation of their Lives, as they 
hope for the Divine Protection and Favour in 
their moti: preffing Neceffities. Betides his regu- 
lar Duty at Stamford , he continues to vifit and of- 
ficiate occafionally to the poor People of Salem , ^ 

where there is a very conliderable Congregation, 
which appear pioufly difpofed j but there is Rill 
a Want of Bibles and Common Prayer Books 
among them and his Congregation at Stamford , 
notwithftanding thofe charitable Supplies fent 
them by the Society ; and therefore another 
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Parcel of Bibles and Common Prayer Books, 
with fome pious fmall Tracts, is ordered to be 
fent him. 

The Miffionaries of the Society in New Eng- 
land having earneflly recommended, in a joint 
Letter to the Society, the Rev. Mr. Camp , who 
came over and obtained Deacon’s and Prieffs 
Orders in our Church ; and on his Return to 
New England has now for five Years officiated 
‘ to the Congregations of Middle Town and Walling- 
Jordm Connecticut , and done much Good among 
them ; and the good People of Middle Town and 
Wallingford likewife petitioning in his Favour, 
the Societv, out of Regard to thefe Petitions and 
Teftimonials of Mr. Camp s good Behaviour, have 
appointed him their Miffionary to the Churches 
of Middle Town and Wallingford, and the neigh- 
bouring Places in Connecticut , with a Salary of 
20 /. per Annum from the Society by Way of Ad- 
dition to the 30/. per Annum paid him by the 
Churches of Middle Town and Wallingford. 

N E W r O R K. 

The Rev. Mr. Barclay , Redtor of Trinity 
Church in the City of New York, acquainted the 
Society in the Beginning of the Year 1756, that 
the Church had fuffered a great Lofs by the 
Death of Mr. Colgan, the Society’s worthy Mif- 
fionary at Jamaica Town in Long Ifland ; and 
the Churches under his Care were very appre- 
henfive of great Difficulties in obtaining a worthy 
Clergyman of the Church of England to fucceed 
him, becaufe the Dillon ters were a Majority in 
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the Veflry of that Pari Hi ; and it too foon ap- 
peared, that their Apprehenfions were not with- 
out good Reafon ; for the Diflenters prevailed by 
their Majority in the Veflry, to prelent one Mr. 
Simon Horton, a Diflenting Teacher, to Sir Charles 
Hardy the Governor, for Induction into the Pa- 
rifh of Jamaica Town ; but the Governor, in 
Obedience to his Inftru&ions from his Majefty, 
»would not admit him into that Cure, becaufe 
he could not produce a Certificate under the 
Epifcopal Seal of the Bifhop of London of his 
Conformity to the Liturgy of the Church of 
England ; and when no Perfon thus qualified 
had been prefented to the Governor after more 
than fix Months, his Excellency was pleafed to 
collate the Rev. Mr. Samuel Seabury\ junior, the 
Society’s Miflionary at New Brunfwick in the 
Colony of New Jerfey, to the Cure of the Church 
of Jamaica Town ; and he hath now for fome 
Time been fettled there with the Society’s Ap- 
probation. r 

The Rev. Mr. Auchmuty , the Society’s Cate- 
chid: to the Negroes in the City of New Fork, 
acquaints the Society by a Letter dated June 29 * 
J 757 > that he had baptized in the preceding 
’Vear 55 Negroe Infants, and twoNegjo Adults, 
after proper Inftrudion. They attend at Church 
on the Lord’s Day, and many of them have made 
a confiderable Progrefs in Lewis's Catechifm ; 
but on Mr. Auchmuty s Friday Ledures at St! 
George's Chapel, they are backward in their At- 
tendance, which is chiefly owing to the Work 
they are employed in at this Time of War and 
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Confufion ; but he hath the Satisfaction to he 
then attended by a confiderable Number of 
white Catechumens. The Rev. Mr. Ogilvie , the 
Society’s Miffionary at Albany , and to the Mo- 
hock Indians , writes in his Letter of June 25, 1 757, 
that the Indian Affairs in general had taken a 
moft unfavourable Turn, by the Lofs of our im- 
portant Trading Houfe and Garrifon at Ofwego , 
which was the Key into the Indian Country, and 
the Trade carried on there was the chief Means 
of fupporting our Intereb, not only among the 
fix Nations and their Allies, but alfo among thofe 
numerousTribes upon the Great Lake with whom 
we had contracted an Acquaintance by Means 
of the OJwego Trade; however, notwithbanding 
the Danger, and the many other difcouraging 
Circumbances, Mr. Ogilvie hath continued to 
vifit the Mohocks ; he was there the whole Month 
of Augujl I aft, but returned in September to offi- 
ciate at Albany , which was then full of People, 
the Garrifon. being very numerous without one 
Chaplain to perform Divine Service to them. 
Wherefore the Earl of Loudon , obferving Mr. 
Ogihie's great Pains in the Performance of his 
Duty, was pleafed to confer on him the Chap- 
lainfhip to one of the Royal American Regi- 
ments. In the Beginning of 'January Mr. Ogil- 
vie went up again to the Mohocks , and continued 
among them till March , proceeding in his ufuai 
* Method of InffruCtion : But, alas ! bad Example, 
of which they fee abundantly too much, the ex- 
cebive Ufe of ffrong Drink, and their Excurfions 
at this Time, take off their Attention to Religi- 
on. The Cables were vifited lab Winter with a 
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fevere Fever, which carried off a confiderable 
Number of the principal Indians , both Men and 
Women, with a great many Children; and this 
has very much thinned their Number, and occa- 
fioned the Return of the half Indian King men- 
tioned to be fettled among the Mohocks In the 
laft Year’s Abftraft of the Proceedings of the So- 
ciety, together with thofe who accompanied him, 
to their former Habitations on the Delawere. In 
the preceding Year Mr. Ogilvie had baptized 
25 white and 16 Indian Children in that Part of 
his Million ; and at Albany , where he has three 
Services in the Church every Lord’s Day, that 
all Ranks of People may have the Benefit of Di- 
vine publick Worfhip. On Chrijlmas Day he 
adminiftered the Communion to 70 Perfons, and 
on E after Sunday to 60 ; and he had baptized 
89 white and 10 Negroe Children in that City* 
within the Compafsof the preceding Year* 

N E W y E R S E T. 

The Million of New Brimfwick in this Colony 
being vacated by the Removal of Mr. Seabury to 
the Church of Jamaica Town in Long IJland \ 
the Society hath appointed the Rev. Mr. Mac- 
ke an ^ who came very fully recommended to 
the Society by the Epifcopai Clergy of Pennfyl- 
vania , and obtained Deacon and Priefts Orders 
from the Bilhop of CbeJ}cr y by the Recommen- 
dation of the Bilhop of London > to fucceed Mr. 
Seabury in that Million ; and it is hoped he is 
arrived fafe there, and now diligently employed 
in the Duties of that Million. The Letters from 
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the Miffionaries in this Colony complain much 
of the Difficulties and Diflreffes which they la- 
bour under through the Calamities of the pre- 
fent Times ; but they perceive this Good arifing 
from them, that it makes Men more ferious, and 
more frequent in their Attendance on the pub- 
lick Duties of Religion ; and may God of his 
infinite Mercy make all their Troubles condu- 
cive to the important Intereft of their true Sal- 
vation ! 

P E N N S r L FA N I A. 

The Rev. Dr. Jenny , the worthy Minifter of 
the Epifcopal Church of Philadelphia , being 
much afflicted with the Palfy, the chief, if not 
the whole Care of the minifterial Duties of that 
Church, are devolved upon the Rev. Mr. Stur- 
geon , the Society’s Catechiif to the Negroes in 
that Colony, and Affiffant-Minifter to thatChurch, 
who promifes his bed; Endeavours to go through 
the great Burthen thereof, together with the 
Care of his Catechumens, who continue to advance 
g adually in Chriftian Knowledge. The Church 
of Newca/ile on Pklawere^ in a Letter dated Ocio- . 
ber 2, 1757, return their hearty Thanks to the 
Society for their Appointment of the Rev. Mr. 
Cleveland to that Miffion, from whofe good 
Life, and found Dodtrine, they promifed them- 
lelves great Inftru&ion and Edification ; but add, 
that to their unfpeakable Lofs, Mr. Cleveland is 
dead of a long Illnefs, which ended in a Dropl'y ; 
and therefore they humbly petition the Society 
to comfort their diftreffed and affiidted Church 
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by the Appointment of another worthy Minifter 
to officiate to them ; whereupon the Society have 
appointed the Rev. Mr. Rofs, their Miffionary at 
Oxford in that Colony, to the Miffion of New- 
cajlle , upon his own humble Requeft, feconded 
by feveral worthy Members of that Church ; and 
not to leave the Church of Oxford without a Mif- 
fionary, the Society have removed the Rev. Mr. 

Neill, their Miffionary at Dover in Kent County, > 

to the Miffion of Oxford , Mr. Neil having long 
complained of very bad Health, occafioned, as he 
imagines, from the watery and unhealthful Si- 
tuation of his prefent Station. And the Rev. 

Mr. Craig , the Society’s Itinerant Miffionary in 
this Province, having long and frequently petiti- 
oned the Society to be removed from the great 
Pains and Fatigue of that Employment, to which 
he finds his Strength more unequal every Day, the 
Society have appointed him to theChurch of Che/ler y 
vacant by the Ceffion of Mr. Phompfon. The Rev. < 

Mr. Barton , the Society’s Miffionary in York and 
Cumberland County, continues to deferve well, 
and to diflinguifh himfelf, as appears from this 
Extract of a Letter from Philadelphia , to Mr. 

Penn the Proprietary, and by Mr. Penn communi- 
cated to the Society. “ Mr. Barton deferves the 
“ Commendations of all Lovers of their Country, 

“ for he has put himfelf at the Head of his Con- + 

“ gregations, and marched either by Night or 
“ Day on every Alarm. Had others imitated 
“ his Example, Cumberland would not have 
il wanted Men enough to defend it ; nor has he 
u done any Thing in the military Way but what 

“ hath 
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tc hath increafed his Character for Piety, and 
te that of a fincerely Religious Man and zealous 
,c Minifter : In fhort, Sir, he is a moll worthy, 
<c active, and ferviceable Pallor and Miffionary, 
<c and as fuch pleafe to mention him to the So- 
cc ciety.” Wherefore that Mr. Barton may not 
go wholly unrewarded for this very extraordinary 
good Behaviour, the Society have given him a 
Gratuity of Twenty Pounds. 

NORTH CAROLINA . 

Arthur Dobbs , Efq; the worthy Governor of 
this Colony, acquainting the Society in his Let- 
ter of May 30 , 1757, that there is a Fort build- 
ing among the Catawbee Indians in the Midft of 
their Villages, with their own Confent, which 
will afford a proper Opportunity to a fix a School- 
mafter to teach the Indian Children there, with- 
out taking , them away from their Parants j and 
Mr. Dobbs himfelf offering to contribute 30 /. 
that Currency per Annum towards this good De- 
fign, the Society very gladly embrace the Pro- 
pofal, and will give a good Salary to any worthy 
Clergyman of our Church, properly qualified, 
and willing to undertake this' Office. Alfo the 
Society are come to the Refolution of receiving 
the Rev. Mr. Read, who officiates in the Town 
and County of Craven , extending near 100 Miles, 
and is diligent in his labourious Duties therein, 
into the Number of their Miffionaries, upon the 
Recommendation of Mr. Dobbs , who feems 
afraid, lead: as Mr. Read is but indifferently paid 
for his Services, he fhould otherwife be quite 
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tired out and relign his Charge. The Rev. Mr. 
Hall , the Society’s Miflionary to the Parilh of St. 
Paul in Chowan County, returns his moft hearty 
Thanks for the Society’s kind Relief of his Ne- 
ceflities, occafioned by his great Lofs by Fire, as 
mentioned in the Abftrad of the laft Year ; and, 
notwithftanding his being now fettled Minifter 
there, he embraces every Opportunity, as he did 
heretofore, of vifiting and officiating where there 
is no Minifter. In the firft half of the Year 
1757, he travelled 200 Miles, read Prayers and 
preached, baptized 177 White and three black 
Children, and adminiftred the Sacrament of the 
Lord’s Supper to, he hopes, very worthy Com- 
municants. The Rev. Mr. Stewart , the Society’s 
Miflionary at Bath Town , in his Letter dated May 
8, 1757, acknowledges the Receipt of the So- 
ciety’s Library, and the other good Books and 
pious Trads fent for the Ufe of that Million ; 
and he acquaints the Society that he had in the 
preceding half Year baptized 74 White and 21 
Negroe Children, and one white Woman and 17 
adult Negroes properly inftruded, and admitted 
one Negroe Man, after Inftrudion and Exami- 
nation, to the Sacrament of the Lord’s Supper, 
which compleats the Number of 185, as in all 
Charity he hopes, worthy Communicants. Laft 
Fall, to fpeak in the ufual Phrafe of North Ame- 
rica , i. e. in the latter End of laft Autumn, Mr. 
Stewart made a Voyage to Part of Hyde County, 
called Aramujkeet , about 1 20 Miles diftant from 
Bath Town . That Part of the County is a Penin- 
fula, or rather an Ifland for three Parts of the 
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Year, and can be entred by foot Paflengers only 
in the Height of Summer, and that with great 
Difficulty for feveral Miles together. It was for- 
merly an Indian Settlement, and there are at pre- 
fent about 12 Families of Indians, who live dif- 
perfed among the Whites, and drefs and live like 
them, but they have Rill one whom they call 
the King among them ; with thefe People, more 
in Number than 200, Mr. Stewart R aid a Week, 
and read Prayers and preached to them, and bap- 
tized 51 white and 15 black Children; aifo 
three Indian Mullattoes from 14 to 16 Years old, 
who repeated the Creed, the Lord’s Prayer, and 
Ten Commandments ; and he adminiftered the 
Holy Communion to about 30 Perfons, three of 
them free Negroes. 

The Rev. Mr. Moir, the Society’s Itinerant 
Miffionary in this Colony, acquaints the Society 
by his- Letter dated Edgecombe , OB. 17, 1757, 
that fince his preceding Letter of April 12, he 
had baptized 158 Whites, and 27 Blacks, tho’ 
he was much hindered by Sicknefs, the excef- 
five Rains in yuly, Angujt^ and September , having 
brought on fo general an intermitting Fever, that 
fcarce one in ten efcaped, and he himfelf fuffered 
no lefs than four Relapfes, by riding in the Rain. 
The whole Number from the 9th of Nov. 1756, 
to the 17th of OB. 1757, baptized by Ms. Moir, 
amounts to 301 Whites, and 63 Negroes. 
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SOUTH CAROLINA . 

The Rev. Mr. Clarke , Rector of St. Philip's, 
Church in Charles Town, writes, that the Negroe 
School there is full of Children and well at- 
tended ; but he much laments the great Negli- 
gence of the white People in general in regard 
to the Blacks, there not being fo much as one 
Civil Eftabliffiment in the Colony for the Chri- 
stian InttruCtion of fifty Thoufand Negroe Slaves. 
The Clergy do their Duty towards it, but befides 
many other Difficulties and ObftruCtions in their 
Way, it by no Means is in their Power to per- 
form the more immediate Duties of their proper 
Stations, and at the fame Time inftruCt fo very 
large a Number of Negroes. The Rev. Mr. 
Marten , the Society’s Miffionary at St. Andrews 
Pariffi, writes in his Letter of July y % 1757, that 
it is no fmall Satisfaction to him, that he hath 
it ftill in his Power to acquaint the Society, that 
his Miniftry is attended with fome Succels, tho* 
not fo great as he could with, being obftruCted 
by a fcandalous Practice lately introduced of car- 
rying on the ufual Labour of the Week, even on 
Sundays , during the Seafon of making Indico ; 
but Mr. Marten hath done his Duty in endea- 
vouring to convince his People of the Crime of 
their profaning the Lord’s Day ; and is not with- 
out Hopes of fuppreffing this very bad Practice 
among them. He adds, that he preaches every 
fourth Sunday at a Chapel in the furthefl Part 
©f the Parilh, where, among others, a confide- 
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rable Number of Perfons, educated in the Prefby- 
terian Way attend, and feveral of them produce 
Common Prayer Books, and make the Refpon- 
fes j and, he hopes, will in Time become fteady 
Members of the Church. Mr. Marten had, with- 
in the twelve Months preceding, baptized 36 
Children, and two adult Negroes, that gave a 
good Account of their Chriftian Faith 5 and 
there have been five worthy Perfons within the 
fame Time added to his Communicants. The 
Rev. Mr. Harrifon , the Society’s Mifiionary at 
St. James's Goof Creek Parifh, acquaints the So- 
ciety, that it is impoffible to afcertain the exa£t 
Number of white Inhabitants of that Parifh, as 
it is unbounden to the North Weft ; and thofe 
unfortunate People, whom the Terrors and Ca- 
lamities of War drive from the more Northern 
Provinces, are continually changing their Places 
of Refidence. Mr. Harrifon is informed by fome, 
who have brought their Children from 80 to 
200 Miles Diftance to be baptized, that there 
are about 30 Families fcattered about here and 
there among them. The Number of Commu- 
nicants within the more fettled Part of the Pa- 
rifh, is 30 Whites ( 1 o of them added within the 
laft Year) and 17 Negroes ; and he had bap- 
tized 1 3 White and 3 Negroe Children, and 7 
adult Negroes in that Year. Mr. Harrifon adds, 
that Mr. Peter fay lor , a good and worthy Pa- 
rifhioner hath made a Prefent of a Negroe Girl 
for the Ufe of the Minifter of that Parifh, as a 
fmall Encouragement to him for his endeavouring 
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to propagate the Gofpel among the Slaves of the 
Parifh j (to ufe the Words of the Entry of this 
Donation in the Veflry-book) and Mr. Harrifon 
promifes, that his fincere Endeavours in this 
good Work, as far as is confident with other 
Duties incumbent on him, fhall fpeak his Gra- 
titude for this Benefaction. 

GEORGIA. 

The Rev. Mr. Zouberbuyler , the Society Y 
Miffionary at Savannah , having afked the Socie- 
ty’s Leave to remove from his Miffion, and no 
Letters having been received from him for a very 
confiderable Time afterwards, they confidered 
him as having quitted their Service j but upon 
the Receipt of a Letter from him, dated March 
14, 17^7, with a Certificate from Mr. Ellis, the 
prefent Governor of Georgia , that upon an In- 
quiry made by him, it to full Satisfaction ap- 
peared that Mr. Zouberbuyler had performed his 
Duty as Miffionary at Savannah in that Colony 
to the 1 2th Day of March 1757, the Day of the 
Date of the Certificate, and behaved well in his 
Station, the Society hath ordered his Salary, that 
had been fome Time ftopt, to be paid to him, 
who, within the preceding Year, had baptized 
45 Perfons, and the Number of his Communi- 
cants is 77. As there have no Letters come to 
the Society from Mr. Ottolenghi , the School- 
mafler for the InffruCtion of the Negroe Chil- 
dren in this Colony, for more than two Years, 
the Salary of 1 5 /. per Annum to him, towards his 
Support in that Service, is ftopt. 
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BAHAMA ISLANDS . 

1 ) , 

The Rev. Mr. Carter , the Society’s Miffionary 
in thefe Iflands, in his Letters of the Year 1757, 
writes, that he has two powerful Enemies to 
comend with therein, viz. Ignorance and Licen- 
tioufnefs, the latter of which is {Lengthened by 
the War ; but, by God’s Affiftance, he hopes in 
fome Meafure to prevail againft them. He had 
been the latter End of the Year preceding in 
Harbour Ifland ; and, during his Stay there for 
eight Days, read Prayers conftantly, and gave * 
them an Evening Ledture with fuch Inftrudtions 
as feemed beft adapted to their Circumftances 
and prefent Manner of Life j and he baptized 
there 7 Children, and adminiffied the Commu- 
nion to 8 Perfons, having loft one Communicant 
aged 80 Years by Death, and another by his Re- 
moval from that Ifland ; and he baptized at New 
Providence , the chief Place of his Refidence 45 
Children, and one adult Ncgroe Woman, after 
proper Inftrudtion, from the 24tth of December 
1756, to the 26th of June 1757 . Befidcs the 
more immediate Minifterial Duties of his Million, 
Mr. Carter gives daily Attendance on the School, 
wherein he teaches 36 Children, three of them 
Negroes, and one Mulattoe. 

The Society, from their firft Inftitution, taking 
into their ferious Confideration the abfolute Ne- 
ceffity there is, that thofe Clergymen, who ffiall 
be fent Abroad, ffiould be duly qualified for the 
Work to which they are appointed, from their 
firft Inftitution, defired every one who recom- 
mended 
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mended any Perfan to them for that Purpofe, to 
teftify their Knowledge, as to the following Par- 
ticulars : 

1. The Age of the Perfon. 

2. His Condition of Life, whether fingle or 

married. 

3. His Temper, 

4. His Prudence. 

5. His Learning. 

6. His fober and pious Converfation. 

7. His Zeal for the Chriftian Religion, and 

Diligence in his holy Calling, 

8. His Affection to the prefent Government. 

9. His Conformity to the Do<ftrine and Dif- 

cipline of the Church of England . 

And the Society doth now requeft, and earn- 
eftly befeech all Perfons concerned, that they re- 
commend no Man out of Favour or Affection, 
or any other worldly Conlideration, but with a 
fincere Regard to the Honour of Almighty God 
and our blefled Saviour j as they tender the fil- 
tered: of the Chriftian Religion, and the Good of 
Men’s Souls. 

And the Society particularly defire their Friends 
in America to be fo juft to them, when any Per- 
lon appears there in the Character of a Clergy- 
man of the Church of England , but by his Be- 
haviour difgraces that Character, to examine as 
far as may be into his Letters of Orders, his 
Name and Circumftances, and to infpe<ffc the
